THE PASSING OF THE ‘CRIMP. 


“‘Lbat London bas seen her best daysass 
seaport ie. a melagcholy truism which ia made 
the more regrettable by the fact that Londoners 
evem lodifferent ta tha pop’s decline, A. walk 
through the docks at Liverpool, Bristol, 
Shields, ad Greanock, says the: S¥. James's 
Budget, gives much comfort to the eesing eye, 
tor not'only are dockers and shippers busy, but 
there are signs on every hand that business 
ten in these places are familiar with up-to-da 

matbods, London's docks and its Sailortown 


; show no sign of alther one or the other, Ths 


docks have ‘a llstloss alr, and the sallor’ 
quarter 1 strangely quiet. Most disquistirg 
fact of all is that the crimp—the parasite who’ 
bas fed upon sailors’ geacrosily and folly in 
the daye when London was a great port—is 
removing to Liverpool, Antwerp, and Havre, 
Compared with Park Lane, Liverpool, Sailor- 
town has:the quietness of a decayed cemetery. 
The shops in the sailots' quarter of the world's 
greatest seaport has a richer supply of the Rear 
‘loved of deep-water sailors—the ay serge 
suits, pink socks,tand square-toed, Derby-tied 
shoes for himaelf, and the paudy bracelets and 
earrings for the gitl he loves, One may,see a 
procession of the seamen of the human race 
rolling along Park Lune-—picturesquely dress: 
ed Lascars, Malays, Grecks, Russians, Dutch, 
French, and English, with here and there a 
negro as black as ‘Newcastle coa}, These are 


the men with moncy to throw away—the men |, 


dear to the heart of the crimp. 

I remember one crimp who lived in one of 
the fine old Steptiey mansions which were the 
homes of the London eighteenth century mer- 
chants, and after some acquaintance with hie 
history, must express my surprise that he went 
down to his grave without aviolent death, He 
was an lrighman named Williame—a spare man 
of middle height, with the calin, impassive face 
of a Chinaman, In the brisk time of London's. 
trade with the East, when sailors drew any-. 
thing between sixty and one hondred and fift 
pounds for a ‘two ycars' cruise, Williams bad 
bis halcyon days. He hadthe choicest drinks, 
served by’ the prettiest girls according to yack 
Tass ideal of beauty, and the cleverest fiddler 
that one could have found in any sailors! port 
of the world. Joe Beef, of Montreal, French 
Ansie, of tha tame city, the Old Man by the 
"Boca at Buenow Ayres have spread their fame 
among sailors over the four quarters of the 
globe, but Williams ‘had o renown peculiarly 
his own, A man would enter his house an 
hour or so after being paid off from a two or 
threo yeara! drip. The next morning ho would 
find himself lying in an a'ley off RatcliffeHigh- 
way with but his shlet and breeches left him, 

More often than oot Willlams varied the: 
Joke in -an even more profitable fashion by 
‘Shanghal-ing the man on a coffin-ship 
‘which, by reason of ils over-insurance, was 
never meant (a return from deep water, 
These were things apart from the ordinary: 
tun of his trade. His real business was to 
supply crews to miserly shipawners and tymn> 
nical captains who grudged good food and fair 
wages to their men Williams supplied all 
grades, from a mate with a captain's ticket to 
an “ordinary” who was muking his first tip, 
and so (throwing extra work onthe A.B!s, The 
world, the devil, and the flesh had emptied 
their purses, and they’ were forced to go to 
Williams, who gave them mealand malt at ex: 
orbitant prices paid by advance-note. He 
‘found.them ships, shunned of decent sailors, 
supplied them’ with kits, and his bill took at 
least two-thirds of their wages for the trip. 
The men were sun aboard in a drunken atate, 
po that the ship was in the Channa! before they 
had time to look at the kit for which they bad 

aid such fancy prices. Then the full extent of 

Witlame! humour became visible. In,place'of 
the vaderclothing, socks, boots, and dungarees 
which make the usual kit, were found two old 

hicte and the remainder of the bag stuffed with 
straw, This necessiated a visit to the captalp's 
slop cheat, with the result that the sailor would 
come back with a couple of sovereigns for his 
long cruise. . 

In the beat of. his anger he would vow “to 
corpse* the wily crimp when he returned. No 
more striking proof of the lack of matice in 
She heartcan be giventhas the fact that, when

vited bim to have a drink, after a hearty curse 
al his cunning, The drink often becameaspree, 
which led Jack to the crimp's‘house to finish 
the night.

carried out the plans submitted to them by 
Sir Christopbar Wren and John Evelyn for 
the rebuilding of the town after the Great Fire 
of London.

> RROARDING PUDLIC WORKS. - 

You will pardon me if | ‘appear exacting a3 to 
the demands for public works, bat you will 
-remember tha#for to solid years from 1894 and 
onwards all our spare money went towards 
fighting the plague, and-tt is only now.that wo 
can.undertake many useful works, which have 
been uoavoidably held over. Au immense in- 
crease in tbo opium revenue coincides with a 
great improvement in the public healtb, and'wa 
are naturally desirous of utilizing to the full the 
strong position we are in at the present time, 
and do everything in our power to make up 
the leeway we lost in tha teo plague years.” 
Firstly, and chiefly, the point in the Gover- 
ment programme which calls for adverse com: 
ment is the cessation of work upon the schome 
Of a‘ resorvoir'at. Tytam Tuk, which will, 
when complete, solve, as far as it is pos- 
sible: for wis to solve, the question of a con- 
stant’ supply of water to the island of 
Hongkong. This is of such paramount im- 
portance tothe best interests of the Colony that 
any delay is to be much deprecated.” 1 trust 
sincerely that the arrangements for pumping 
are being developed to prevent as far as pos. 
tible the wastage of good water runing 
through Tytam valley to the sea.~ There are 
three questions which 1 hope the Director of 
Public Works will answer when the estimates 
for his department come to be passed :— 

(1) During the last five years how long dur- 
|ing each year bas the waéole Colony ‘had a 
constant water supply ? i¢ 

(a) What progress has been made with the 
vider main system, and what saving does he 
estimate will ensue? : F 

'(3) What amount of water is estimated 
to carry on the new system of flushing sewers, 
and ill it be all fresh water? With regard to 
the last item is it not possible, in some way, to 
use some of those cataracts which go foamiog 
to the sea in wet weather ‘on’ the motth side of 
the island, ia some degree impounded and 
harnessed to do the work of flushing drains. 
After six months dry weather in the Spring 
it is trying to“ all of us’ to “see quantities 
of good bath water and’ drinking water go 
gurgling down the sewers. . 

Those of us who lived through the drought 
of 902 and know the annual recurrence of a 
short supply on the upper levels can only view 
with regret any failure to cope with that most. 
irksome infliction, It’ produces also injustice 
—!. have known parents paying large taxes 
submit to see theirchildren unwashed. J bave 
known 3 high military officer stand and see 
his house'and allvhis treasures consumed by 
fires before his .cyes, helpless for want of 
water, and. then’.when every coolie in the 
town was enjoying a full constant supply. 
I think that it may.fairly be claimed that the 
attitude of the Executive towards, the water 
supply has been juatly open to criticism daring 
the last 15 years. When Tytam was finished 
they seemed to think that finality bad bees 
arrived at dnd that they could fold their hands 
and sit down and do nothing. The supply 
into all the houses in the town soon dissipated 
that idea and it is therefore with egret that 
one sees any relaxation towards the much- 
desired end—s fall snd constant water-supply.. 

SANITARY 'BXPENDITORE. 

With a clean ‘plague-sheet, a happy stite 
shared also by the city of Canton which has 
no Sanitary Board, the amount of $491,645 
put down for sanitary expenses scems enormous, 
If one protests too loudly tha bogey of the Ca: 
lony’s ruin and plague tearing’ rampant through : 
the streets is shaken before our eyes, It is not 
an item, therefore, that non-expert people can 
take a strong stand against. At the same 
time ‘we may be pardoned for drawing your 
'Excellency’s particular attention: to this great 
outlay of public fands and we appeal to you 
with your acknowledged grasp of detail and 
‘capacity for: organisation to satisfy yourself 
that we get full value. for our money. . It 1s 
difficult for any one.to feel assured that over 
$09 men caa be fully and constantly employed. 
Were it not for a reduction of $10,000 for dis- 
infectants the total amount af this vote would 

-exceed’ $500,000 and be greater than 1905, 
The diminution of $25,000. in the anticipated
